PROF.  THACH  UPHOLDS  ATHLETICS

A  Discussion  in  which  Auburn's  Posi- 
tion on  Athletics  is  Clearly  Shown. 

At  the  last  session  of  theSouth- 
ern  Educational  Association  col- 
lege»athletics  was  fully  discussed 
and  the  following  summary  of 
the  suggestions  offered  by  Prof. 
Thach  clearly  shews  how  the 
faculty  and  students  here  are 
disposed  towards  football : 

"Historically  the  spirit  of  ath- 
letics cannot  be  identified  with 
the  spirit  of  savagery.  Greece 
stood  at  the  acme  of  civilization, 
and  Greek  athletics  is  today  a 
proverb.  The  Olympian  games  j 
have  never  been  surpassed  in 
magnitude,  spectacular  brilliancy 
and  universal  popular  esteem. 
Germany  and  France  and  the 
ILatin  races  do  not  cultivate  school 
games  and  many  sports.  But 
how  about  England?  The  love 
of  strenuous,  vigorous  physical 
contest  is  an  unbroken  English 
tradition.  It  is  in  the  English 
blood;  and  today1*  the  Lnglish 
speaking,  football  playing  people 
are  the  dominant  people  of  the 
world.  Brain  and  brawn  have 
ever  gone  together. 

"College  Athletics  has  come  to 
stay.  College  people  are  con- 
fronted by  a  condition,  and  not  a 
theory.  The  question  is,  what 
shall  we  do  with  it?  The  answer 
is,  to  try  not  repression,  but  guid- 
ance, direction,  control. 

"Football  is  only  one  phase  of 
college  sport,  but  it  is,  in  fact, 
the  imperial  theme.  It  is  a  game 
of  fierce  personal  encounter,  but 
the  line  between  foul  and  fair  is 
a  hard  and  fast  one  and  easily  de- 
lineated, and,  by  a  gentleman, 
easilyobserved.  Football  teaches 
the  fundamental  principles  of 
united  action,  of  co-operation,  of 
subordination  of  the  individual 
self  for  the  complete  action  of  the 
whole.  It  teaches  self-control; 
it  emphasizes  the  necessity  of 
self-denial  and  training  for  a  giv- 
en definite  end.  College  spirit 
and  esprit  du  corps  is  directly  en- 
hanced by  athletics.  Profession- 
alism can  be  eliminated  ;  indeed, 
has  been  largely  eliminated  in 
the  Southern  Association.  The 
idea  that  such  contests  can  pro- 
voke rivalry  of  feeling  between 
the  college  faculties  is  inconceiv- 
able. Gate  money  is  received  by 
the  athletic  management  but  not 
a  cent  for  the  individual.  The 
pecuniary  rhotive  is  absolutely 
unknown  to  the  player  as  a  man. 

"The  inter-collegiate  game 
should  as  far  as  possible  be  con- 
fined to  the  college  campus.

"There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
the  moral  tone  of  the  college  is 
better  today  than  forty,  even 
thirty  years  ago,  -  less  drinking, 
less  horse-play.  Athletics  offers 
a  safety-valve  for  the  immense 
energy  of  'the  young  barbarians 
at  play'  which  otherwise  bottled 
up  will  finally  explode  most  vio- 
lently in  many  ways."
